Washington, 
July 7.—Charges that 


the President organized the council of 
national defense 
before 
war •wan de 


dared In absolute violation of law and 
thereby created a "secret government of 
the United States," which 
formulated 


war legislation, dictated 
policies' the 


country was to pursue, and befriended 
"big business" were made 
today by 


Chairman Graham of the special house 
committee investigating war department 
expenditures. 


Minutes of the council were read to 


the committee by Mr. Graham, together 
with a report in which tie asserted the 
council assumed such broad powers that 
Major General Goethals, former chief 
of the purchase, storage and traffic di- 
vision of the war department, defied it; 
cabinet members protested against its 
activities and Judge Gary, president of 
the t'nited States Steel corporation re- 
fusing to sanction its operation in "vio- 
lation of law." Mr. Graham declared the 
President created the ".secret govern- 
ment" by ignoring and reversing the 
intent of congress in authorizing the 
establishment of a council of national 
defense in August, 1916. As author- 
ized by congress, he said, the council 
was to be composed of six members of 
the cabinet who were to be the real 
executives and seven civilians to be 
selected by the President who were to 
act in a purely advisory capacity. In- 
stead of doing this. 
Mr. Graham cs- 


serted the President made the advisory 
commission the real executive commis- 
sion "clothing them with unprecedented 
and almost illimitable powers." 


"Behind closed doors, weeks and even 


months be-fore war was declared," he 
said, "these seven men designated prac- 
tically every war measure which con- 
gress subsequently enacted. .They de- 
vised the entire system of purchasing 
war supplies, planned a press censor- 
ship, designed a system of food 
and selected Herbert Hoover, and even 
determined 
on 
the daylight 
saving 
scheme.

United States itst-If persistently ignor- 
ing, 
and even violating the law; that it 
is allowed interested parties to fix the 
prices of war supplies; that it put the 
people of the country In incalculable un- 
necessary expense and curried things 
with a high hand." 
• Mr. Graham declared that when Ma- 
jor General Goethals was called "at the 
eleventh hour to rescue the war de- 
partment from the public obliquy which 
was fast settling upon It a« a result of 
the methods an jllncapaclty of the com- 
mission he repudiated and praetically 
defied it." 


"Our soldiers were actually dying of 


pneumonia in the camps because of lack 
of proper clothing and blankets." Mr. 
Graham said, "and General Gocthals 
assumed the duties of 
quartermaster 


general only on condition he. should 
have free scope in the performance of 
his duties, unhampered by the council 
of national defense. ^Immediately he 
took from members of that council the 
power lo 
order 
purchases 
and 
fix 


prices and soon dispensed with the ser- 
vices of those members of the advisory 
commission 
who had so 
deplorably 


bungled the control of supplies for the 
army." 


"Judge Gary advised 
the

The harpsichord wan a Hringed m«- 


slcal Inatrunicnt In uw> In the Ittth. 
17th 
and l«th centurie*. which In II* 


form and In the a r run (foment of the 
fcovtiotml and Mrlnjr* resetnhled a pi- 
nno. but In which the tone wna pro- 
duced hy the plucking or snapping of 
tlip Ftrlnga by leather or quill points, 
which were tet In Jacks connected by 
lover* with the keys. In form it usu- 
ally rexenihled H inmlern grand piano- 
forte, though both square and tiprlcht 
Turletles were also made. The length 
of the keyboard was four to six and 
a half octave*. The number of sep- 
arate strings to a key varied from 
one to four, sometimes Including one 
tuned an octave above the others; the 
latter variety was called a double 
harpsichord. The tone was weak and 
tinkling, and gradation of force was 
Impossible. 
Two 
keyboards 
were 


sometimes combined, one for 
soft 


effects; the other for loud. Numerous 
devices, usually connected with the 
jacks, were introduced at 
different 


times to secure variety tn force, and 
especially In quality. These mechan- 
isms, which often aimed to simulate 
the tone qualities of various orches- 
tral Instruments, were usually con- 
trolled by slopknobs near the key- 
board. 
The harpsichord, though es- 


sentially different from the pianoforte, 
was Its immediate predecessor. 
Be- 


fore 1800 It was regularly used In all 
dramatic mtislc. especially In accom- 
panying recitatives and In orchestral 
music. The conductor usually direct- 
«d from his seat at a harpsichord 
placed amid the other Instruments. 


WORK OF MONKS IN EXILE 


Congregation of Armenian Christian* 


Hat Diffused Knowledge of Coun- 


try's Language and Literature. 


The Mechltarlst monks are a small 


congregation of Armenian Christians 
who were exiled from their native land 
at the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The church In Armenia had long 
been divided Into bitterly hostile camps 
over the question of the nature of 
Christ, and when the Mechitarlsts en- 
tered Into communion with the Church 
of Home In 1712 the Armenian patri- 
arch succeeded In driving them from 
the country. They took up their resi- 
dence in the Morea, bat they had again 
to flee before the advance of the con- 
quering Turk, and In 1715 they estab- 
lished themselves in Venice, on. the 
Island of San Lazzaro. Here they set 
up a printing press and gathered to- 
gether a large and valnable library at 
oriental worts. 
Their name Is de- 


rived from Mechtar da Petro. who 
founded a religions society at Constan- 
tinople about the year 1700, and who 
aimed at uplifting the intellectual and 
spiritual conditions of his countrymen, 
and at diffusing a knowledge of the 
old Armenian language and literature. 
The colony of exiles during their so- 
journ in Venice has printed most of 
the classic writings in Armenian lit- 
erature and translated the works of 
Euseblus, Philo and other writers.

and economic geography, climatology

A few years after bis arrival In 


America, Agassiz was one of a small 
party of Harvard 
professors who 


traversed the White Mountain region 
in a carriage driven by the country- 
man. 
Three of them were vivacious, 


restless,1 and on the lookout for speci- 
mens. They would call a halt, leap 
from the vehicle before it stopped, 
dash over the fields, and return with 
prizes in their boxes, in their hands 
and pockets, and even pinned upon 
their hats. The fourth, Prof. Felton, 
the brother-in-law of 
Agassiz, sat 


quietly in his corner of the carriage 
reading a favorite Greek author. 


When the bewildered driver could 


stand it no longer be elicited from 
Felton information that led him to 
view the behavior of the others with 
compassionate toleration. At the close 
of the day he thus conveyed his In- 
terpretation to the innkeeper: 


"I drove the queerest lot yon ever 


saw. 
They chattered like monkeys. 


They wouldn't keep still. They Jump- 
ed the fences, tore about the fields, 
and came back with their hats cover- 
ed with bugs. I asked their keeper 
what ailed them; he Mid they 
natural*, and, Jtidgin1 from the 
they acted, I should say they was."

When Coleridge Bald, "No mind Is 


thoroughly well organized that is de- 
ficient in tbe sense of humor," he ex- 
pressed a conviction that seems com- 
mon to all civilized men, and makes 
each nation take pride in its humor 
and perhaps suspect that other nations 
enjoy a somewhat Inferior brand.
